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Army admits 
germ experiments 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Army 
says full reports are not available right 
now, but it acknowledges conducting 
germ warfare tests with live bacteria in 
American cities between 1960 and 1966. 
An Army spokesman discounted 
published reports that its tests may have 
caused minor epidemics of pneumonia 
and a rare heart valve infection. He said 
it used “ non-disease -causing biological 
substances.” 
But he conceded that the tests had 
been conducted in the New York City 
subways, at the Pentagon, and at San 
Francisco and five other American cities 
and regions. 
He discounted a report in the Long 
Island. N Y., newspaper Newsday of 
evidence linking some outbreaks of dis­ 
ease to the Army germ warfare tests. He 
said there was absolutely no proof of 
this. All tests were ended in 1969 follow­ 
ing an executive ban on offensive 
biological warfare and stockpiling. 
’’The biological substances involved in 
the tests were used as simulants for 
training and field evaluation to deter­ 
mine vulnerability to enemy biological 
attack and adequacy of defense 
measures,” an Army statement on the 
subject said. 


The substances in the tests included 
bacillus globigii, serratia marcescene 
and aspergillus fumigatus, he said. 
Both bacillus globigii and serratia 
marcescene were described as “present 
throughout the environment and ... 
considered not to cause disease.” 
But the statement added: "However, 
for some individuals who lack a 
capability to develop immunity to most 
diseases serratia marcescene could con­ 
ceivably act as an opportunist and 
produce an infection.” 
The spokesman dismissed as without 
proof a suggested connection between a 
doubling in the number of pneumonia 
cases in the Ft. McClellan, Ala., area 
and the Key West Fla., area in the year 
following 1962 germ warfare tests there. 
A simulated contamination of the 
drinking water supply in the Pentagon 
and air conditioners of several federal 
buildings in Washington was also carried 
out in 1950 to test their vulnerability to a 
clandestine bacteriological warfare at­ 
tack. 
Other tests the Army said wert made 
at a U S Navy installation at Mechanic­ 
sburg, Pa., in 1961; at Panama City, 
Fla., in 1963; and at Point Muguand Port 
Hueneme. Calif, in 1964.

Second victim dies 
from head-on collision 


HEW appointment 


completes cabinet 


A two-car collision south of Lompoc 
Wednesday has claimed its second life 
and a third victim remained in critical 
condition in Lompoc Hospital today. 
Cheryl Ann Mason, 21, of Granada 
Hilb in Los Angeles County, died in Lom­ 
poc Hospital at 5:20 p.m. Wednesday, as 
a result of massive injuries suffered ll 
hours earlier when her small pickup 
truck slammed headon into a compact 
car bearing two Lompoc women. The 
tragedy occurred at about 6:55 a m., on 
Highway I. nine miles south of Lompoc, 
or four miles south of the Jalama Road 
turnoff. 
Peggy Diane Wornom, 20, of 101 Hun­ 
tington Pl., Lompoc, a passenger in the 
second car, was pronounced dead at the 
scene. The driver of the car, Deborah 
Sampley, 21, of 1312 E. North Ave., 
remained in critical condition in Lompoc 
Hospital's intensive care unit this morn­ 
ing. 
Sheriff's Sgt. Bill Gilstrap was 
believed to be the first on the scene of 
the accident, as he was en route south in 
his private car to work in Santa Bar­ 
bara. Gilstrap reportedly stopped the 
first car that came along after that and 
had the driver get to a telephone and call 


for an ambulance. Meanwhile, Gibtrap 
did what he could for the injured women. 
Initial investigation revealed that the 
Sampley car, also southbound, passed 
Gilstrap s car and a short dbtance later 
Gibtrap came upon the accident scene. 
There were no actual witnesses to the 
collbion itself. 
California Highway Patrol officers to­ 
day say the Mason vehicle, a small 
pickup truck, had crossed the centerline 
of the two-lane highway on a slight curve 
and was on the wrong side of the highway 
when it hit the other car. The officers 
said the Mason woman may have dosed 
at the wheel of her truck, which would 
account for no skid marks at the impact 
point. Officers said it was probable that 
the Sampley woman, driver of the se­ 
cond car, saw the truck coming on the 
wrong side of the road and swerved her 
own car to the left, in a desperation ef­ 
fort to avoid the collision. The main 
force of the impact came on the right 
center of the Sampley car. 
Despite the official theory of how the 
accident occurred, officers said no cita­ 
tion will be issued. 
Funeral services for the two dead 
women were pending today. 
Coffee prices hiked again 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - The nation’s 
second largest coffee wholesaler, Folger 
Coffee Co., Wednesday boosted ground 
coffee prices by IO cents to a record $3.06 
a pound and instant coffee by three cents 
an ounce, effective immediately. 
The Folger announcement came two 
days after General Foods Corp., the 
biggest processor in the United States, 
raised ground coffee prices by 20 cents to 
$2 91 a pound. The General Foods’ ac­ 
tion. which takes effect Jan. 3, also will 
boost the price of instant brands by 3 to 4 
cents an ounce and freeze-dried brands 
bv 5 to 7 cents an ounce. 
The latest price move by Folger, a 
division of Procter Ii Gamble, makes its 
wholesale Ibt price for ground coffee at 
$3.06 a pound the highest for any major 
U.S. processor 
This week’s round (rf price increases 
will not be reflected on supermarket 


shelves for at least 60 days after the 
hikes become effective, the normal bg 
before the wholesale price b passed on 
to the shopper. 
An Agriculture Department report 
published earlier this week said U S con­ 
sumers who have watched coffee prices 
break new records this year can expect 
still higher prices in 1977. 
Agriculture economists said world cof­ 
fee production, severely disrupted by a 
frost which destroyed 70 per cent of 
Brazil’s 1976 coffee crop, is not expected 
to reach normal leveb again until the 
1979-1960 marketing season. 
Brazil is the world’s largest producer 
of coffee and supplies 60 per cent of all 
U.S. coffee imports. 
Since July 1975 when the frost hit 
Brazil, green coffee prices have soared 
more than 216 per cent and the U S. 
wholesale coffee price has climbed to 
$2.32 a pound from $1.41. 


PLAINS, GA. (UPI) - Jimmy Carter 
today picked Washington lawyer Joseph 
Califano to become HEW secretary, 
James Schlesinger to help guide national 
energy policy and Theodore Sorensen to 
head the Central Intelligence Agency. 
At his sixth news conference in nine 
days, the President-elect completed his 
11-member Cabinet with the selection of 
Califano to head the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

Shift of wind 
spreads slick 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (UPI) - A shift 
in the raw winter winds whipping over 
the icy waters of Nantucket Shoals today 
nudged a 100-mile long oil slick from the 
crushed Liberian tanker Argo Merchant 
closer to the rich Georges Bank Ashing 
grounds. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said there 
was an overnight shift in the winds which 
"would push anything on the surface of 
the water” to the north-northeast in the 
direction of the Georges Banks. 
Navy divers today were to examine the 
ocean floor near the tanker to see if any 
of the thick industrial oil has sunk to the 
bottom. 
Coast Guardsmen were to go aboard a 
section of the bow still bobbing above 
water to determine its condition and to 
see if oil was still trapped inside. 
Southwesterly winds over the oil 
blackened Nantucket Shoals kept the sl­ 
ick. which resembles masses of 20-foot 
black pancakes, bobbing "in a roller 
coaster fashion” between the Georges 
Banks and the Massachusetts resort 
coastline.

PG&E warns of 'interruptions’ 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Califor­ 
nians may get "rotating interruptions” 
in electric service next summer” unless 
Pacific Gas It Electric Co. can start up 
its new nuclear power station at Diablo 
Canyon, according to a company of­ 
ficial. 


Elmer F. Kaphelian, power control 
manager for PG&E, said Wednesday if 
the current drought continues in Califor­ 
nia through the winter "it is almost cer­ 
tain it will be impossible to avoid plan­ 
ned service interruptions if Diablo Ca­ 
nyon is not in operation.” 
The nuclear plant on the Central 
California coast is scheduled to go into 
service by mid-year, but still faces possi­ 
ble delays. 
Kaphelian said PG&E would find it 
difficult to import electricity from the 
Pacific Northwest as it did lari year 
because the Northwest is also suffering a 
shortage of water. 
Oil and gas generation of electricity is 
substituted for hydro-electric power 
generation when water for power 


production is in short supply. But PG&E 
said this will not be able to cover the 
summertime needs.

Lompoc strikes out in public works bid

"This is quite a Christmas present.” 
Those were the words of a bitterly disappointed City Administrator Gene Wahlera 
following notification by the office of Congressman Robert Lagomarsino that the City 
of Lompoc had struck out in its efforts to secure a portion of the $2 billion allocated 
nationwide under the Public Works Employment Act of 1976. 
Lompoc had submitted stacks of paper work several feet tall in its application for 
federal funds under the one-time grant of money designed to stimulate employment 
in areas with a high jobless rate. 
Four projects — including a new civic center, a three-million gallon water reser­ 
voir, storm drain work and fire station renovation — had been certified as eligible for 
funding under the program, and the applications were hand-delivered by Community 
Development Director Jack Lam in October to Seattle, the Western regional office of 
the Economic Development Administration. 
Lompoc was not alone in its disappointment. With the bulk of the $250 million 
California share of the funds going to metropolitan Los Angeles and San Francisco 
projects, only one project in Lagomarsino’s congressional district received funds 
from the program — Santa Maria Airport. 


In fact, outside of the metropolitan areas, the airport funding and a project in Simi 
Valley and a school in San Luis Obispo County were the only recipients of grants 
between Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
Mayor E. C. Stevens joined Wshiers in expressing his sentiments on the outcome of 
the applications. 
"It is very, very disappointing after so much effort was put in on those projects to 
have it come out this way,” Stevens said. "The only thing we can do now is tall back, 
regroup and see what we can do with other means.” 
Wahlers was critical of the computer selection process used to decide which 
projects would get funding. Under the procedures followed, with apparently little 
consideration given to the relative merits of the projects submitted, non- 
metropolitan projects had little chance of surviving the computer, he said. 
He also criticized the federal government for indicating to smaller communities 
that there might be some hope that the program would help in their unemployment 
problem and make funds available for projects stalled by lack of funds. 
"Why excite the whole country when only the metropolitan areas had a chance at 
the funds under the process used to make the selection?” he asked. 
"It probably won’t do much good,” he added, "but we are going to ask for an 
analysis of this decision as to the relative merits of the airport project and municipal 


projects that were turned down.” Airport work usually is funded from other sources, 
he said. 
Wahlers said the city will have to fall back on Community Development Block 
Grant funds to complete the fire station renovation funding. 
"As for the Civic Center project, we will just have to re-evaluate it and see what 
potential there is for proceeding on a phase basis. We will, of course, examine other 
possible revenue sources and advise the city council.” 
Wahlers said the city is committed already to somewhere around $40,000 in 
architect fees on the Civic Center project. The expenditures were necessary to 
prepare the plans so as to be able to submit an application for the project under the 
Public Works Employment Act funding. 
The planning done on the project will not go to waste, Wahlers said, expressing cer­ 
tainty that the project would continue eventually, possibly on a phase basis. 
There are no other fund sources available for the time being for the storm drain 
work, which probably will have to be done with block grant money in the future. The 
water reservoir also is in the future planning for block grant funding. 
The City Council on December 9 gave top priority to the fire station renovation in 
the 1976-’77 block grant funding, hoping at the same Ame that the funds might be able 
to be earmarked for alternate purposes if the public works funds were approved.

parcel. 
Pahos is strong on buying 
beach property. To bolster his 
opinion, he referred to the 
Recreation Elem ent of the 
county General Plan, which 
sUtes that of about 83 miles of 
swimming beach in the county, 
only a fourth, or 23 miles, is ac­ 
cessible.

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Ex-CIA man charged 
with espionage try 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A former CIA agent 
is in jail today charged in a possible case of 
secret-selling to the Soviet Union. 
Edwin G. Moore, 56, of Bethesda, Md., was 
arrested Wednesday after he retrieved a 
shoebox, believing It contained IMO,OOO, from a 
vacant lot near his home, the FBI said. 
Moore had been under surveillance, agents 
said, since a “ package believed to be a bomb 
was found on the grounds of a Soviet establish­ 
ment in Northwest Washington.” 
A guard at the Soviet installation called police 
who discovered no bomb inside the package, but 
found it contained classified U.S. documents and 
an unsigned note explaining that more of the 
same could be had for $100,000. The note also 
bore instructions on how to deliver the money. 
The FBI followed those instructions and 


arrested Moore when he attempted to retrieve 
the box, authorities said. 
A few hours later Moore went before U.S. 
Magistrate F. Archie Meatyard Jr., who set 
bond at $150,000. 
Moore was then sent to the Montgomery 
County, Md. Dentention Center not far from his 
suburban Washington home. 
He was charged with unauthorized possession 
of national defense documents, theft of govern­ 
ment property and gathering and delivering 
defense information to aid a foreign govern­ 
ment. 
The FBI did not disclose the nature of the clas­ 
sified documents, nor would it say whether any 
Soviet diplomats had been picked up. The loca­ 
tion of the Soviet installation was not divulged, 
but officials said it was not the embassy ad­ 
dress. 
Lebanese leader asks power 
to rule by decree 6 months 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Prime Minister Selim a1 Hoss 
asked parliam ent today to 
grant his government wide 
powers to rule by decree for six 
months. 
The request came in the form 
of a bill that was included in a 
policy statement Hoss read to 
73 of the 98 p arliam en t 
deputies, gathered under heavy 
security in central Beirut for 
their first post-civil war ses­ 
sion. 
Parliament was then sche­ 
duled to debate the policy state­ 
ment and the bill before a vote 
of confidence in the govern­ 
ment. Political sources said 
after the session began it was 
likely the vote would be delayed 


by the debate until Thursday. 
The bill submitted by Hoes 
would give his cabinet the 
power to “ amend or cancel ex­ 
isting laws or make new laws 
for reconstruction, develop­ 
ment, organization, finance, the 
economy, social affairs, securi­ 
ty, defense, information and 
education.”

Before Hoss’ speech, it was 
expected he would ask for 
powers that would enable his 
government to establish mili­ 
tary censorship of the press and 
suspend the right of assembly.

The report said “ each avenue 
of exploration by the staff 
reflected CDC S ineptitude and 
bungling of their inquiry to 
detect the causative factor of 
the Philadelphia outbreak.” 
It said CDC concentrated on a 
viral-bacteriological investi­ 
gation although experts advised 
health authorities that the 
symptoms resembled most 
closely those of a toxic infec­ 
tion. 
“ They suggested that the 
recognition of a possible toxic 
causal agent should not have 
been overlooked — as was done 
by CDC who assumed direction 
of the inquiry at Philadelphia — 
during the initial stages of the 
investigation,” the report said. 
“ If such an inquiry had been 
initiated earlier, the toxic agent 
may have been isolated, thus 
providing the doctors with the 
ability to develop a plan of 
treatment for those individuals 
suffering from exposure to the 
agent.” it said. 
The report said “ a number of 
witnesses testified as to their 
efforts to assist in the in­ 
vestigation. only to be ignored 
by health authorities or sum­ 
marily dismissed by a form let­ 
ter response thanking them for 
their views."

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Portions of a legitimate How­

The office filed an action in 
Superior Court Wednesday ask­ 
ing for an order requiring the 
Summa Corp. and a Hughes’ 
relative to turn over the docu­ 
ments — a codicil to a 1938 will, 
handwritten and signed by 


Hughes, and an unsigned copy 
of the will itself. 
If the combination were ac­ 
cepted as Hughes’ legal last 
testament, it would give the 
bulk of his fortune to medical 
research, said Deputy County 
Counsel Gordon Treharne. 
He produced an affidavit in 
which an attorney, Michael Mc­ 
Carthy Gless, swore he was told 
by a top Summa executive the 
papers were found last May in a 
wall safe at the home of Neil 
M cCarthy, the attorney’s 
grandfather, a Hughes lawyer 
who died in 1972. 


Treharne said he believes the 
documents are under control of 
Richard C. Gano, a Hughes 
cousin, and in possession of 
lawyers for Summa , the 
umbrella firm that administers 
much of Hughes’ holdings.

Fukuda, 71, is scheduled to be 
named premier Friday by the 
lower house of Japan’s par­ 
liament, where the Liberal 
Democrats hold a thin, five- 
seat majority. 
The new party president, who 
ran without opposition and 
received a unanimous vote, will 
form his ca lunet on Christmas 
Day, which is not a holiday in 
Japan. 
Shortly before the party 
caucus, Fukuda said he agreed 
with President-elect Jimmy 
Carter on the need for another 
summit conference of non­ 
communist world leaders. He 
expressed hopes the meeting be 
held in the Japanese capital. 
Fukuda takes over from Miki, 
89, a party reformer who made 
enemies among his conserva­ 
tive colleagues by thoroughly 
investigating the $12 million 
Lockheed payoff scandal. 
Many party leaders, notably 
including former Prime Minis­ 
ter Kakuei Tanaka, have been 
indicted for receiving bribes 
from the U.S. aircraft manufac­ 
turer. 
Miki was forced to resign 
after the ruling party suffered 
its worst setback in its 21-year 
history, losing its lower house 
majority in Dec. 5 general elec­ 
tions. The party regained the 
majority by taking in some con­ 
servatives running as in­ 
dependents.

Findings on the tests are still 
classified, but the Army has 
confirmed that in 1960 its scien­ 
tists released quantities of 
bacteria into the air around San 
Francisco to test the dispersal 
of airborne microbes, the San 
Francisco Chronicle reported. 
And shortly after the still- 
secret tests, an epidemic of 
bacterial infections struck the 
old Stanford University Hos­ 
pital. Eleven patients were in­ 
fected in the hospital with the 
same bacteria strain that Army 
scientists had just used in their 
airborne experiments, the new­ 
spaper said. 
Nevin, 75, an immigrant from 
Ireland, was one of the those 
patients. 
He died Nov. I, 1950 of en­ 
docarditis — a bacterial infec­ 
tion that eroded and destroyed 
his heart valves.

Carter plans many 


inaugural parties 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Jimmy Carter isn’t exactly go­ 
ing to throw the White House 
open to the public the way 
Andrew Jackson did during his 
Inaugural week, but he sure is 
going to have a lot of parties. 


C arter — whose sim ilar 
Southern heritage and informal 
approach to the presidency 
have been compared with 
Jackson — will hold seven 
White House parties in the first 
two days of his presidency, 
Rosalynn Carter’s office said 
Wednesday. 
You have to have an invita­ 
tion for the parties — but 
Carter kept his promise to in­ 
vite a lot of the plain, ordinary 
people he m et around the 
country during his campaign 
for the White House. 
C arter stopped short of 
throwing the White House open 
to the public as Jackson did 
after he was sworn in. That 
event turned into a free-for-all 
that mingled dignitaries with 
street bums and left the White 
House the worse for wear. 
After dancing at all the in­ 
augural balls Jan. 20, the 


Carters will be up early the 
next day for a morning recep­ 
tion for campaign supporters 
and Ute Inaugural Host Com­ 
mittee. 
That group will hardly have 
left the White House when the 
nation’s governors arrive for a 
noon gathering — followed just 
one hour later by the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee, 
labor and business leaders. 
The first day of parties ends 
with a late afternoon reception 
for the “Peanut Brigade” — a 
trainload of Georgia volunteers 
who traveled around the 
country spreading C arter’s 
campaign message during the 
past year. 
The second day cf parties 
Saturday will be of a more for­ 
mal nature. Again starting in 
the morning the Carters will 
host members of Congress. The 
diplomatic corps arrives in 
m idafternoon and get the 
shortest stay — just a half hour 
as compared with say, the hour 
and a half scheduled for the 
Peanut Brigade. 
The last group late Saturday 
afternoon will be members of 
the armed forces. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill providing a two-cent-a- 
gallon gasoline tax boost to 
raise $1.3 billion for closing 
gaps in the state highway 
system and aiding rapid transit 
p ro je c ts w as introduced 
Wednesday in the Senate. 
Business and Transportation 
Secretary Donald Burns said 
the Brown administration prob­ 
ably wouldn’t be receptive to 
the tax hike proposal authored 
by Senate President Pro Tem 
James Mills, D-San Diego. 
The measure (SB60) would 
raise gasoline taxes from seven 
to nine cents a gallon for a 
period of six years beginning in 
1979. Similar legislation was 
defeated last year. 
It would require the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation and the 
state Highway Commission to 
spend $900 million on specified 
highway projects, mainly the 
closure of gaps in existing 
highways.

Chavez, Teamsters hold 


secret talks on dispute 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Cesar Chavez and Teamsters 
Union officials have been 
meeting secretly for several 
weeks in a new attempt to end 
the bitter jurisdictional dispute 
between the Team sters and 
United Farm W orkers of 
America. 
Chavez disclosed the new 
talks Wednesday, while a 
spokesman for the rival union 
declined to comment specifical­ 
ly“Talks between the Team­ 
sters and United Farm Workers 
have been initiated and have 
been going on for several 
weeks,” Chavez said. 
“They will continue after the 
holidays. We are extremely op­ 
timistic." 


The two unions, rivals for the 
right to represent California 
farm workers for IO years, first 
began peace talks last spring at 
the urging of Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr.. 


Those sessions broke off in 
June, and Chavez charged that 
the Teamsters were trying “to 
hoodwink the public into believ­ 
ing the fight is over.” 
“Gov. Brown is being ap­ 
prised of the progress of the 
current negotiations on an in­ 
formal basis.” a spokesman 
said. 
He said the governor believes 
“that a peaceful settlement 
between the two unions could 
benefit all of agriculture and 
the unions involved.” 


Sugar cane disease jumps ocean 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI) 
— A devastating sugar cane dis­ 
ease has jumped across Ute 
Atlantic Ocean from Africa into 
the C arib b ean and could 
destroy crops in Cuba as well as 
in the United States, according 
to Jamaican scientists. 
The Jam aican Sugar Re­ 
search Institute said the so­ 
called sugar cane smut disease 
was discovered in Jamaica a 
few weeks ago and could easily 


spread 90 miles north to Cuba, 
the w orld’s larg est sugar 
producer and on to the United 
States. 


The Jamaican scientists said 
the plague reached Jamaica 
from West Africa by wind and 
the institute’s field director, 
Michael Shaw, predicted mil­ 
lions of dollars damage to the 
Jamaican sugar industry over 
the next few years.

A few more batches of candy might be the answer to 
last minute preparations for holiday sweets — or for 
use as appreciated gifts. These recipes are from Doris 
Francis who provided us with last Thursday's candy 
suggestions. 


Easy Fudge 
41* cups sugar 
I tall can evaporated milk 
a 12 oz. bag chocolate chips 
I pt. Marshallow whip 
Mi cube butter or oleo 
Boil together the sugar and evaporated milk for 6 
minutes. Remove from heat and pour over remaining 
ingredients in large bowl. Beat until all are melted 
and well blended Then fold in 2 cups chopped nuts and 
turn into buttered 13x9 pan. Chill, then cut into 
squares. 
Caramels 
I tall can evaporated milk 
I can Eagle Brand milk 
1 cup lig^st corn syrup 
2 cups sugar 
V« cup butter or oleo 
Cook all ingredients together over slow heat, stirring 
constantly until a temperature of 245 is reached (with 
candy thermometer.) Remove from heat and add 2 
tbsp, vanilla, I cup chopped nuts. Turn into 2 buttered 
7-inch square pans and chill overnight. Cut into 
squares and wrap in waxed paper, 


Peanut Brittle 
2 cups sugar 
I cup litfit corn syrup 
I cup water 
I lb. raw peanuts (or 2 cups) 
Mi tap. salt 
I tsp butter or oleo 
V« tsp. baking soda 
Combine sugar, syrup and water in heavy pan. Cook 
slowly, stirring only until sugar dissolves Cool to 245 
degrees. Add peanuts and salt. Cook, stirring constant­ 
ly to hard crack (300 degrees.) Remove from heat and 
add butter and soda. Stir. Mixture will bubble. While 
still bubbling, pour onto buttered cooky sheets or plat­ 


ters. 
Cool partially by lifting mixture with spatulas 
around the edges. Keep spatulas moving under brittle 
so it won t suck. When firm but still warm, turn over. 
Pull edges to make brittle thinner in the middle. When 
cold, break into pieces and store in covered container. 
Brittle picks up moisture in the air and becomes sticky 
if kept uncovered. 


Sugared Walnuts 
I to cups sugar 
Mi cup orange juice 
lM i tsp. grated rind 
1 tsp. white syrup 
V« tsp. salt 
Mi tsp. each nutmeg, cloves 
2 tsp. cinnamon 
Cook ingredients without sUrring until 240 degrees. 
Remove from heat and add 4 cups of walnut halves, 
stirring genUy until creamy. Turn onto buttered foil 
and separate with 2 forks. 


French lace cookies 
From our friend Kitty Weber, who supplies us with 
many "elegant" recipes, we bring you another which 
might be a fine addition to your holiday sweets The 
recipe makes only 12-14 cookies but are well worth try­ 
ing. 
3 tbsp sugar 
2 tbsp, molasses 
3 tbsp. butter 
Bring to boil with 4 tsp. water and remove from 
heat Sift in 1/3 cup all-purpose flour, Vfc tsp baking 
powder, M tsp. cinnamon, dash of salt. Blend together 
then stir in Mi cup pecans, grated fine or V« cup shred­ 
ded coconut. Drop batter by scant teaspoonfuls on 
greased cookie sheet. Bake at 325 degrees for 8 
minutes.

Agricultural water users 
served by the Zone 2 reservoir 
of Improvement District No. I 
of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District were of­ 
ficially notified by letter 
yesterday that repairs being 
made to the reservoir will 
necessiate cessation of irriga­ 
tion services starting Jan. IO. 


In the letter addressed to 
irrigation accounts in Zone 2 
and 3, Thomas M. Petersen, 
district manager, said the dis­ 
trict will install a new liner in 
the Zone 2 reservoir to correct 
a leaking condition that “could 
threaten the integrity of the 
structure." 


The liner work will com­ 
mence with the shutting 
off of irrigation services as well 
as draining and cleaning of the 
reservoir. Work will actually 
begin in the installation Jan. 17 
with the completion set for 
about Feb. 4. 
Petersen said the district will 
provide domestic service for all 
accounts during the repair 
period but will be unable to of­ 
fer any irrigation service since 
the small Zone 3 reservoir north 
of Los Olivos will be used for 
water storage. 
The Zone I pressure area, 
Petersen added, will be unaf­ 
fected by the reservoir work 
as water for this area will be 
taken from Cachuma Lake. 
Zone I consists of the area 
south of Janin Acres to the 
Santa Ynez River, from 
Solvang to Meadowlark Ranch. 
The Zone 2 reservoir, which 
has a capacity of 6.5 million 
gallons, serves an area in the 
district comprising Ballard, 
Baseline Ave., the Santa Ynez 
Valley Hospital area, Santa 
Ynez Oaks and the upper por­ 
tion of Solvang.

Outdoors experts 
see bleak future 


By CARRICK LEAVITT 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - It was a 
festival of worldwide outdoor oratory, 
ranging from concern for the fauna of 
Chad, or pollution of a lake in Kenya to 
how the California condor can be saved. 
That Swedish outdoorsman, King Carl 
XVI was there, along with Crown Prince 
Harald of Norway and the prince and 
princess of Nepal. So was burly Jack 
Mundey, the communist labor leader 
from Australia. 
In all. 700 delegates from 35 nations 
gathered to exchange ideas on the great 
outdoors during the four-day World 
Wildlife Fund Fourth International 
Congress which wound up its sessions 
Dec. I. 
Here are some random excerpts from 
a reporter's notebook. 
Since its inception, the Fund has dis­ 
bursed over $20 million to 1,448 outdoor 
projects in more than 80 nations. 
And the congress launched its most 
ambitious project yet at the conclusion 
of its San Francisco meeting — a $10 
million fund-raising drive for programs 
to conserve the earth’s ocean resources 
through creation of sanctuaries for 
water life. 
Here was Prof. Ken Norris, a rumpled 
little man from the UC Santa Cruz 
campus, probably the world’s leading 
authority on whales, worried about the 
effects of camera-toting tourists aboard 
excursion boats that barge into secluded 
breeding areas used by the gray whale 
off the coast of Mexico. The humpback 
whale is similarly harassed at its calving 
site near the Hawaiian Islands. 
There was Prof. G. Carleton Ray of 
Johns Hopkins University, warning that 
the majority of larger estuaries of 
industrialized nations are already pollut­ 
ed and that even the most remote of seas 
— the Arctic, Antarctic and oceanic 
trenches — are not free of man s distur­ 
bance 
National Audubon Society President 
Elvis J Stahr lamented that extinction is 
a natural process and unfortunately the 


larger, most beautiful animals are fall­ 
ing by the wayside. Only the ‘'weed 
sp ecies” — m ice, roaches and 
mosquitoes — are surviving despite the 
efforts of man. 
“They ushered us into this earth and 
they are likely to see us go out,” he said. 


Stahr quoted from a report that says 
the red wolf will probably be the next 
American mammal to become extinct. 
Man has so altered its habitat that the 
red wolf must compete with coyotes for 
food and the two species have begun 
cross breeding. The result — goodbye 
red wolf. 
The delegates learned that two-thirds 
of the southeast Asia rain forests are 
gone, one-half of the African rain forests 
and one-third of the virgin forests of the 
Amazon have been cut. 
Sir Peter Scott, chairman of the World 
Wildlife fund since its inception in 1961, 
reported that the tropical rain forests 
are still being lost at the rate of 50 acres 
per minute. 
Michael McCloskey, Sierra Club ex­ 
ecutive director, reported that Oregon is 
cutting its total stock of timber at a rate 
five times the rate of growth of new 
timber. 
But despite the gloomy reports there 
was hope. A new awareness is emerging 
in socalled Third World societies only 
now gaining the technological expertise 
to really destroy their environment, the 
conference was told. Creation of parks 
and preserves is beginning to occur. 
Hopefully the developed nations are 
beginning to listen to a 15-year-old gadfly 
that calls itself the World Wildlife Fund.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Bert Jones, who teamed with Roger 
Carr this season to form one of the most feared passing 
combinations in the National Football League, Wednesday 
was named United Press International’s Player of the Year 
in the American Football Conference. 
The talented young quarterback became Baltimore’s team 
leader when he'stood up for his fired coach last summer and 
solidified the Colts into a title contender He went on to lead 
Baltimore to an 11-3 record and the Eastern Division title 
Jones, a 6-foot-3, 215-pounder from Louisiana State, as­ 
sumed the role of team leader when Coach Ted Marchibroda 
was fired after an exhibition game loss. He interceded with 
management for Marchibroda’s rehiring and then led the 
Colts to the AFC Eastern Division title. 
Jones had an outstanding year. He finished the regular 
season with 207 completions in 343 attempts, good for a 60.3 
percentage He passed for a league high 3,104 yards and his 
24 touchdown passes were second only to Oakland's Ken 


Stabler. Carr, also a Louisianan, caught 43 passes for 1,112 
yards, the highest figure in the league, and ll touchdowns 
Jones was named on 28 of the 42 ballots cast by UPI’s panel 
of 42 pro football writers, three from each conference city. 
Stabler was the runnerup with six votes and New England 
quarterback Steve Grogan and Baltimore running back 
Lyden Mitchell tied for third with three votes each. Cincin­ 
nati quarterback Ken Anderson and Buffalo running back 
O.J. Simpson rounded out the balloting with (me vote each. 
“He is just a dream to coach,” said Marchibroda. “He 
works at football and knows what it takes to win. He’s a 
remarkable talent as a quarterback and a fine young man in 
every way. His family certainly can be proud of the kind of 
individual he is.”

Russians wheel 
and deal for 
Olympic bundle

NEW YORK (UPI) — The Russians are no dummies We beat ‘em to the 
moon, but they’ve figured a way of getting us to give it to them. 
All they have to do is ask. 
And that’s exactly what they’re doing now 
____ 
They’re asking $100 million for the U S television rights to the 1980 Olym­ 
pic Games in Moscow. That’s not only the moon, it s the whole bundle - the 
sun. the stars, the entire solar system. 
When you stop to consider ABC-TV paid $25 million for the rights to the 
Olympic Games in Montreal this year-and that was a record high-the 
complete absurdity of the Soviets’ price tag moves into much clearer focus. 
Yet the Soviet Olympic Committee and the Satra Corp., an American 
trading company, both confirmed in Moscow Wednesday they have signed 
an agreement for the U.S. television rights No money figures were revea- 


l6This “agreement” makes me wonder. It makes me wonder whether the 
Russians aren’t up to their old tricks, trying to jack up the price, looking to 
get all they possibly can and maybe more. 
Even in this inflated era, $100 million for the tv rights to the Olympic 
Games is utterly ridiculous. I don’t know anybody in the world who d listen 
to such an unrealistic price, let alone pay it. 
ABC didn t make much money with the Montreal Games. It made $1 
million or so after all the gymnasts, swimmers and weight lifters were 
finished.

In the face of this, you have to question how a firm like Satra, which has 
sold Soviet-made tractors and automobiles and has brought Soviet films to 
the United States, can possibly hope to show any profit if it came even close 
to meeting the Russians’ price. Cable and home box office tv won’t bring in 
that kind of revenue because most of this type of televising doesn t carry 
much advertising or commercial interruptions 
More than one loophole showed through Wednesday’s agreement, which 
for some obscure reason was referred to as a “protocol” rather than a con­ 
tract Somehow, I get the feeling that “protocol” they signed was mere y 
another step by the Russians in their try for the moon. What you are likely 


to hear next is the Russians saying they had only a “preliminary 
agreement” with Satra and they have decided to sell the rights to someone 
else, such as one of the big U.S. networks, which by that time, of course, will 
have agreed to up its price. Or possibly Satra will sell its rights to some 
network, which will then have to deal with the Russians 
My feeling is reinforced by the fact that shortly after the Russians and 
Satra confirmed their “agreement," a Soviet spokesman said “the rights 
have not been sold to anyone.” But Carl Longley Jr., Satra’s man in 
Moscow, insisted the Russians had awarded the rights to his firm. 
The key. I think, was a statement by one Soviet Olympic Committee 
member saying his group would continue negotiating with ABC, CBS and 
NBO 
When it comes to negotiations, the Russians don’t play favorites. They 
treat everyone the same, even the top brass of the three U.S. networks, who 
simply got up and walked out of negotiations last Friday when they heard 
the Soviets' outlandish demands. 
“Our position,” said Barry Frank, Vice President of CBS Sports, follow­ 
ing Wednesday’s agreement, “is that this is book 7, chapter 14. Tune in next 
week for chapter 15.” 
The Russians look down upon our capitalistic system and criticize our big 
business interests. Yet when it comes to doing big business, the Russians 
could give, and have given, some of the world’s leading industrialists les­ 
sons 
An amusing sidelight to Wednesday’s announcement had to do with John 
Kapstein, President of Satra's subsidiaries and a cousin of Jerry Kapstein, 
who handles the contracts of so many major league baseball players. As 
soon as news of the Moscow agreement was out, Jerry Kapstein had so 
many phone calls he could barely answer them all. 
“I had nothing to do with it at all,” he protested “I’ve never even been to 
Moscow. Idaho. The only Reds I’ve talked with lately are Dave Concepcion, 
Rawly East wick and Gary Nolan and none of them is asking for $100 million. 
That price doesn’t ring a bell with me at all.”

Nuclear energy 


Despite the emphatic rejec­ 
tion of “ anti-nuclear” 
referenda by voters in six 
states last month, the debate 
over the nuclear energy in this 
country appears far from 
finished. 
The public — that part of it 
which has spoken on this issue 
by way of ballot *— has given at 
least a tentative okay to con­ 
tinued nuclear development. 
So far, at any rate, it has not 
been swayed by the warnings 
of environmentalists and 
others concerning the possible 
health and safety perils of 
nuclear power plants.

Anti-nuclear ac­ 
tivities are gearing up for

Christmas for the needy 


The Christmas season for those in need 
can be trying. And depending on specific 
circumstances, relief from economic 
stress at this time of year can be 
satisfactory or in the words of one 
troubled reader, inadequate and 
“ humiliating and degrading.” 
A woman who sup­ 
plements her fulltime 
salary with welfare 
aid in order to meet 
the needs of herself 
and two children, told 
th is rep o rte r by 
telephone that the 
basket of food she got 
from the Christmas 
Cheer program was 
woefully 
inadequate. 
The woman didn’t dis­ 
close her name and 
this reporter didn’t 
ask for it. 
She said the basket 
contained nine cans of 
tomato paste, a couple 
cans of sardines, a can 
of mushrooms, a can of peas and com, 
one five-pound sack of wheat flour, a $5 
certificate for a local market and a $6 
certificate for a turkey. 
She said some of the cans had no labels 
and that some of the cans had rust on 
them. The woman also said her ballet 
had “ two used puzzles in torn boxes as 
presents for children. 
Bobbie Acker, coordinator of 
volunteers for the Christmas Cheer 
program told this reporter every effort 
is made to screen out rusty cans and to 
see that each basket has a variety of edi­ 
ble food. She conceded that some of the 
donated toys were used, but said a large 
percentage of the toys were new. 
Ms. Acker was disturbed that any in­ 
adequate baskets could have been given 
out She said the nine cans of tomato 
paste was not right and she apologized. 
“I wish I knew who the woman was so I 
could make it right,” she said Ms. Acker 
also noted that some canned food don­ 
ated by Vandenberg Air Force Base had 
no labels, but that each can had the con­ 
tents stamped on one end. 
The distraught mother also was dis­ 
mayed by the dollar amount of the 
turkey certificate. It may not be 
adequate enough for some families, but 
this reporter did make a couple of calls 
and found that food markets have 
turkeys at 53 to 55 cents a pound at the 
lower level. The certificate at that price 
would buy a nine or IO pound turkey. 
That’s not a lush main meat menu, but

it’s something, and the family can use 
the certificate for other meat. 
The woman caller said she was indig­ 
nant more for large families in need than 
she was for herself. “ It s humiliating 
and degrading enough when you have to 
ask for help, and when you go and get 
junk," she said, “ you really feel shot 
down.’’ 
She said, “ I’m not angry for myself so 
much as for the others I saw there who 
were obviously in great need.” Then she 
concluded, “ People who donate food 
should ask themselves if they could eat 
the food that they donate.” 

On the one 
hand there s the mother, dismayed by a 
flawed gift at Christmas time and on the 
other an equally dismayed volunteer, 
who would like in the worst way to right 
any wrong and make amends if the gift 
was inadequate. This reporter has em­ 
pathy for each of them and on a personal 
note, some feeling of chagrin that he 
didn’t donate any largess for the cause 
himself.

WASHINGTON — While the oil poten­ 
tates debated last week how much to 
charge the world for a barrel of crude, 
the sheiks from Kuwait pressured their 
OPEC partners behind the scenes to con­ 
trol natural gas prices in the same way 
they fix oil prices. 
This is a disturbing development that 
could lead to another 
international 
economic crisis. For 
the oil sheiks, if they 
also wind up controll­ 
ing natural gas, could 
suddenly jack up 
prices. 
This could cause a 
repeat of the oil crisis 
that rocked the world 
in the early 1970s. It 
would have the effect 
of tying another rocket 
to the world price 
structure, 
which 
already has been 
boosted into orbit by 
the oil increases. 
In urgent, classified 
cables, the U.S. embassy in Kuwait has 
alerted the State Department that the oil 
minister. Abdul Muttaleb al-Kazemi, 
wants OPEC to control natural gas 
prices on two levels. 
The chemical definitions are com­ 
plicated. but gases a r e categorized as 
liquid petroleum gas (LPG) and liquid 
natural gas (LNG). K u w ait wants OPEC 
to fix prices for both types. 
Since the United States imports only 
an insignificant amount of natural gas, 
there is no immediate danger to this 
country. Most of the natural gas con­ 
sumed in the United States comes from 
domestic reserves. But high world price 
increases, inevitably, would have the ef­ 
fect of pushing up domestic prices. 
Ironically, the Kuwaitis fear there will 
be a world surplus, not a shortage, of 
natural gas. Prices, therefore, should go 
down, not up. Indeed, this is the reason 
they want OPEC to control the natural 
gas market and to rig prices. 
Kuwait expects to increase its own 
LPG capacity from 8.5 million tons to 
more than 40 million tons by 1986. The 
sheikdom's energy experts fear that de­ 
mand will fall short of the supply, leav­ 
ing the LPG storage tanks overflowing in 
the 1980s 
It will take a rigged market, therefore, 
to keep prices high. Otherwise, prices 
will tumble as the natural gas surpluses 
grow This will hurt Kuwait, which has 
invested billions in natural gas projects 
on the Persian Gulf. 
At least two OPEC partners, Iran and 
Algeria, also have huge natural gas in­ 
vestments to protect. Both countries, 
therefore, support Kuwait’s efforts to 
control natural gas prices. 
But the cagey OPEC potentates, ac­ 


cording to our sources, aren’t likely to 
overplay their hands. They can be ex­ 
pected to keep natural gas prices at low 
levels at least until more international 
customers can be persuaded to purchase 
this comparatively cheap energy. Once 
they become hooked on it, OPEC may 
start pushing up prices. 
Footnote: We contacted the Kuwait 
embassy in Washington for comment. A 
spokesman told us he didn’t know what 
we were talking about. 
WAR OF WORDS: Washington 
bureaucrats, those anonymous soldiers 
of the swivel chair, wage their wars on 
paper. When normal relations break 
down, they bombard one another with 
blistering memos. 
Such a war of words has been raging 
between the two top officials of the Con­ 
sumer Product Safety Commission. 
R. David Pittle, the vice chairman, 
fired the first salvo. He took aim at a pet 
project of Chairman S. John Byington. 
Pittle blasted the project in an interof­ 
fice memo, the indignant Byington 
returned the fire in kind. 
Soon the hot words were flying back 
and forth. There were accusations of 
“ government by am bush’ ’ and 
countercharges of releasing “confiden­ 
tial” information. 
Hie battle escalated until Byington, as 
commander-in-chief of the agency, 
delivered a biting, 10-page scolding to 
Pittle. The chairman accused his vice 
chairman of slowing down agency deci­ 
sions, needlessly editing reports, 
promoting secretive meetings and oppos­ 
ing consumer research projects. 
Byington thought this should settle the 


matter. But Pittle fired back another 12- 
page response, defending his own devo­ 
tion to the consumers and attacking 
Byington’s background. 
Byington told us he hasn’t read Pittle’s 
last memo but assured us the feud is 
over. Pittle agreed; enough government 
time, he said, had been wasted on the 
war. 
PENTAGON POLITICS: The Army is 
determined to phase down Kentucky’s 
Lexington-Bluegrass military depot, 
with a loss of almost 1,300 jobs, as an 
economy move. 
On the eve of the Republican presiden­ 
tial primary in Kentucky, President 
Ford had promised to review the Army’s 
decision. But he settled for a routine 
White House briefing from the Pentagon 
brass. 
They contended that the Kentucky cut­ 
backs eventually would save $18 million 
a year. The lame ducks in the White 
House didn’t argue. So on the night 
before Thanksgiving, the Army notified 
the Lexington employes that they would 
be fired. 
This has outraged Kentucky’s congres­ 
smen, with the loudest protests coming 
from John Breckinridge, D-Ky., and Carl 
Perkins. D-Ky. They have told us that 
the job cuts are strictly political, that 
more jobs are being awarded to political­ 
ly favored depots in California and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
There is evidence, indeed, that the 
Army is hurrying the move before the 
Democrats take office and review the 
decision. An Army spokesman told us it 
would be “ inappropriate” to comment 
on charges of political favoritism.

Councilman Charles 
Ward commented the 
other evening at the 
council meeting that 
for a time it appeared 
that the ROV jinx on 
the adjournment time 
of the city council had 
been broken at last. 
On occasions when I have been tem­ 
porarily on other assignments or have 
been on vacation, as was the case last 
week, the council has managed to 
adjourn at around 9 or 9:30.

Insofar as the public session was con­ 
cerned Tuesday night, it was over at 
8:45.

This session, I discovered later, lasted 
until around IO p.m., dashing council 
members’ hopes for an early departure. 
I do not have confirmation of this, but it 
is rumored that there is a move afoot to 
take up a collection and send me off an 
another vacation.

were something to be wary of timewise 
“ That’s usually when council 
members run out some special projects 
for discussion and consideration.” the 
mayor said. 
He was right. In fact, he brought up a 
subject himself which engendered a bit 
of discussion. He thought it would be a 
good idea if an appropriate city agency 
undertook a study on the feasibility of 
the city entering into experiments with 
alternate energy sources. 
He observed that indications are that 
energy costs are going to continue to 
skyrocket and that anything the city 
could do to keep the costs within bounds 
would be a bonus. 
Councilman Joe Valencia observed 
that such experimentation is extremely 
expensive and that the few cities 
engaged in solar studies so far are doing 
so under subsidization. “ For us to do it 
would be prohibitive,” Valencia said. 
City Administrator Wahlers said that 
the city already is cooperating in one 
alternative energy source experiment 
through the Northern California Power 
Agency's geothermal project. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson 
suggested that the major problem is that 
solar energy devices have to be hand- 
built, which constitutes a considerable 
expense. “ Until such devices can be 
bought off the shelf, in the local area, the 
cost will be out of sight ” 
Mayor Stevens saidne had figured that 
all of this input on his suggestion would 
have been uncovered by the appropriate 
city agency’s discussion and called for a 
vote on his recommendation to send the 
idea to the Planning Commission. 
This was approved, and then as a 
parting shot the mayor said that he had 
information that the solar devices were 
so available off the shelf in the area at a 
comparably reasonable price but left 
further development of the information 
to the city planners. 


I frankly expected the public session of 
the council to run much shorter than it 
did. In fact. I made an 8:30 appointment 
on the strength of my expectations. 
I should have taken Mayor Gene 
Stevens' comments to heart. He was in 
the Record office Monday morning and 
suggested that light agenda meetings 


Tuesday's meeting even got into the 
realm of foreign policy for a moment. 
Councilman Valencia suggested that 
the whole energy problem could be 
solved by getting tough with the OPEC 
countries. 
“We should tell them every time they 
raise their oil prices that the cost of the 
food they import from us is going to go 
up by a similar percentage, ’ Valencia 
said, 
To which Councilman Ward in­ 
terjected: “ Is that in the form of a 
motion?” 


Washington calling

WASHINGTON - The phrase 
military-industrial complex was added 
to the political lexicon by Dwight 
Eisenhower In warning in his farewell 
address of the danger of domination by 
the two wings of the vast defense budget. 
That phrase should be enlarged, in the 
view of this observer, to read military- 
industrial-political 
complex. 
A few men on 
Capitol Hill have a 
power 
that 
the 
framers of the Con­ 
stitution could hardly 
have dreamed of. 
That power rests 
above all in the Senate 
Armed Services com­ 
mittee. The recent 
election saw a little 
noticed shift likely to 
cast a long shadow 
over future events and 
enhance the d i f ­ 
ficulties of Jimmy 
Carter’s military- 
foreign policy. 
The chairman of the committee, Sen. 
Jon C. Stennis, who has always been a 
gentle patsy for the Pentagon, was re­ 
elected at the age of 75 to a sixth term. 
The No. 2 Democrat, Stuart Symington 
of Missouri, a hawk converted to a dove, 
retired. 
This puts Sen. Henry M. Jackson of the 
state of Washington in the No. 2 spot. He 
was also re-elected to a new term and, 
since he is 12 years younger than Stennis, 
he is likely to outlast him for the chair­ 
manship. 
Jackson fought the SALT I nuclear 
arms agreement, harassing witness 
after witness who had worked to 
negotiate abolition of the anti-ballistic 
missile and a freeze on offensive nuclear 
weapons to last until October, 1977. One 
of the witnesses who came in for the 
heaviest Jackson fire was Lt. Gen. Royal 
B. Allison. 
Allison had represented the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff on the U.S. SALT delega­ 
tion. Jackson was determined to force 
him to say he had gone along with an 
agreement which would leave the United 
States vulnerable to a Russian first 
strike wiping out 95 per cent of our inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles. Having 
followed the negotiations at closest 
range, Allison knew this was untrue and 
he stood his ground. 
Not long afterward he learned he was 
to be dropped from the U.S. SALT 
delegation as the delegates prepared to 
leave for Geneva. A Uttle later Allison 
discovered Jackson had sent word to the 
JCS that any promotion for Allison in the 
Air Force or any nomination to an im­ 
portant post would be blackballed in the 
Armed Services Committee. 
When the Joint Chiefs supinely ac­ 
cepted this edict, Allison went in person 
to confront Jackson. He found him ada­ 
mant, accusing him of having suc­ 
cumbed to the “ soft-liners” on the 
delegation. Leaving the Senator’s office, 
his final words were: 
"Senator, you’ve ruined my career.” 
He refired two and a half years in ad­ 
vance of the retirement deadline. As 
humiliating as this experience was for 
General Allison, it meant the loss of a 
valuable negotiator with a knowledge 
possessed by perhaps only a dozen others 
in the nuclear strategic field. 
And the irony is that only recently the 
Commander of the Air Force system 
stated exactly the case that Allison 
sought to make before the Jackson com­ 
mittee. Gen. William J. Evans wrote: 
“Substantial numbers of hardened 
ICBMs would survive even a large scale 
attack (by Soviet ICBMs). Another 
reason to believe the silo-based force 
will remain effective for a long time to 
come is the extreme timing constraints 
faced by the attacker if he is to avoid the 
destructive interference between an 
arriving warhead and one arriving, even 
seconds later, within the sphere of effec­ 
tiveness of the first .... That is the as­ 
sured second strike is viable even under 
worst case assumptions.” 
Jackson pushed through the amend­ 
ment bearing his name and that of Rep. 
Charles Vannik requiring the Soviet 
Union, as part of a trade agreement, to 
release Soviet Jews desiring to go to 
Israel. Moscow canceled the agreement 
and one result was that the number of 
Jews granted visas to leave dwindled to 
a fraction of what it had been. 
Jimmy Carter’s Secretary of Defense 
will find that he must cope with Jackson 
when he pushes for a SALT II agreement 
before the October, 1977, deadline If 
that deadline passes without an agree­ 
ment, beyond the current temporary 
freeze, there will be no limits on the 
arms race. 
The political axis of the military- 
industrial-political complex rivals that 
of the other two. At least, as the Allison 
case demonstrates, it has a veto power 
that keeps the Pentagon in subjection. 
The fact is that they are cozily in bed 
together. Big defense contracts, as has 
been repeatedly shown, nurture the 
propaganda and the favor-giving power 
of the contractors. They find a willing 
echo in the big weaponeers in Congress
